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1955 HUNTER AND JUMPER CHAMPIONS 








This is, to say the least, a specialised issue. It continues the 
Championship Record inaugurated last year with an important addi- 
tion. And it provides a special show window in which are displayed, 
for the benefit of the horse show enthusiasts, the details of the shows 
which they will attend as spectators, owners, riders, managers, 
rooms, judges, stewards, announcers and committee members and 
which will be reported in text and pictures in The Chronicle as the 
season progresses. 

The publication of the winners of competitive horse events actual- 
ly dates back a long way. In 1727 John Cheny published in London 
the first Racing Calendar, thus beginning a series which has appear- 
ed annually ever since. In 1830 John Stuart Skinner began the 
American Racing Calendar in the monthly magazine which he had 
founded the previous year, the American Turf Register. In 1839 the 
same publication printed an account of the first annual Roanoke Colt 
Show, held June 20th at Boydton, Va., this being the first known piece 
of horse show reporting in the United States. 

The Championship Record which we present in this issue is per- 
haps the most extensive annual horse show summary which has ever 
been attempted in this country. The Horse Show Blue Book, begun 
in 1902, deals principally with saddle horses and covers only the 
larger shows. From 1934 through 1938 the American Horse Shows 
Association published the Official Horse Show Record which listed 
the place winners in all its member and licensed shows, the first vol- 
ume containing 864 place winners of all types of classes in 163 shows. 

By way of comparison it is interesting to note that the supplement 
to the 1955 A.H.S.A. Rule Book lists 273 member, licensed and lacal 
shows offering classes in 14 divisions. During 1955 The Chronicle 
published reports and summaries of awards in 480 shows offering 
classes in just 3 divisions (hunter, jumper and equitation hunting 
seat), 461 of which included championships. Our Championship 
Record sets forth the name, place and date of the championship 
shows, the judges, and the Champions and Reserve Champions. The 
championships listed include regular and green divisions for both 
conformation and working hunters, hunter ponies, young hunters and 
equitation hunting seat. Appended is an index, not included last year, 
which lists alphabetically the names of the 933 horses appearing in 
the Record together with the identifying numbers of the shows in 
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which they gained honors; it is 
thus possible to look up quickly 
and easily the championship re- 
cord of any horse in these divi- 
sions. 

An analysis of 225 shows held 
during 1955, which appeared as 
an appendix to the annual report 
of A.H.S.A. President Adrian van 
Sinderen, listed in the hunter and 
jumper divisions 49,072 entries 
in 3,410 classes offering $340,- 
586 in prize money, Although this 
list included virtually all of the 
larger shows, The Chronicle re- 
ported an additional 255 shows. 
A sport of such dimensions ob- 
viously requires its own annual 
summary—and The Chronicle is 
pleased to provide it.

Clarification 











Dear Sir: 


Having read the letter entitled “Olym- 
pic Events”, under Letters ... in the 
Chronicle dated February 24, 1956, I feel 
that there are a few points which need 
clarification. The letter is correct; how- 
ever it does not tell the whole story. 

In 1954, the modified olympic three 
phase event held at the Pennsylvania 
State University was changed to a Three 
Day Event with a full 13 mile cross 
country course. This change separated 
the event from the spring horse show 
and brought it closer to the specifica- 
tions of the Olympic Three Day Event. 

The event is run in two days, the 
Dressage and Cross Country phase 
Saturday and the Stadium Jumping Sun- 
day. The American Horse Shows Ass’n 
test B-2 is used for the dressage. This 
is the same test used for the U. S. E. T. 
Equitation Medal Class. The Cross Coun- 
try phase consists of 1.3 miles of steep- 
lechase, 4 miles of cross country jump- 
ing and aprox. 7 miles of roads and 
trails. 

This year the event will be held April 
14 and 15 and is open to individual en- 
tries as well as teams of 3 or 4 riders. 
Our purpose, as the letter states, is to 
further olympic type competition in 
hopes of developing Olympic caliber 
riders. 

If anyone is interested in learning 
more about our Three Day Event, we 
will be very glad to send them a com- 
plete description of it

Track Record To Win The Florida Derby

I point to the badge and the fellow 
says, “Oh,” and let’s me in—against his 
better judgment. 

Well, it’s going to be different from 
now on—after what I learned at Gulf- 
stream. There, on Derby Day, when you 
had to know somebody to get a hot dog, 
I had the run of the place. Huge hunks 
of muscles that ordinarily would have 
shoved me right back into the 85-cent 
seats, were opening doors for me. After 
one glance at that ominous looking Om- 
ega, they were almost friendly. 

Even the horses stepped aside—and 
pretty girls looked interested. 

I proved that a man with a camera 
large enough can enter any sanctum on 
the racetrack except the ladies’ lounge. 
And, after I get more confidence—who 
knows? 

No sir! I’m never going again without 
my camera. Sometime I may even put 
film in it. 

Gulfstream Park 

Two mornings before the Florida Der- 
by, a couple of Kentucky gentlemen 
were wandering around Gulfstream 
Park’s stable area trying to convince 
each other that a Florida-bred horse 
couldn’t possibly win another $100,000 
race. 

It wasn’t easy. Even though Fabius 
looked good and Reaping Right had 
closed energetically in his last race, the 
past performances had a nasty way of 
coming back and saying, “Needles.” 

Finally, they took a look at the Crack- 
ers’ pride and after subjecting him to 
close scrutiny decided he had a big 
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knee, and went away feeling greatly en- 
couraged. 

The disparity in size between the ani- 
mal’s corresponding joints was not evid- 
ent to the naked eye, but Kentucky horse 
authorities deal in fine fractions, and 
the bad news traveled rapidly. 

By race time for the Florida Derby 
hardly anybody thought Needles would 
win, except the beitors, Either they had- 
n’t heard about the sorry condition of 
the native son or weren’t convinced that 
a sixteenth-of-an-inch bulge on a horse’s 
knee makes any difference. 

They bet substantially—and correctly. 

They saw a grand race and a new 
track record (1:48 3-5 for 1 1-8 miles); 
they roared in a frenzy of patriotism 
and collected money. As Needles had 
the No. 13 slot in a 14-horse race and 
he is not a fast breaker, Jockey Dave 
Erb let him come out as he would and 
in no time was in next to last place. 
After half a mile of running he was a- 
head of two horses. 

Longden had Nan’s Mink off fast, 
figuring he might as well win all the 
furlongs he could. He took four before 
Pintor Lea and Golf Ace ranged up. 

Ccming around the final bend, this 
pair fought for the lead, but Count Chic 
was moving at them and Needles was 
going around horses. 

With an eighth to go, the Florida 
colt was closing in “Ponderous” fashion. 
(His father was Ponder, Mr. Cerf, a 
horse noted for his strong-closing abil- 


ity.)

At this time, the knee trouble could- 
n’t have been noticed, even by a keen- 
eyed Kentuckian 

Golf Ace tired under his impost of 
107 pounds and Pintor Lea weakened. 
Count Chie held on and looked Needles 
in the eye—only for an instant though; 
then he was looking at the hip bone and 
the race was over. 

Needles won by three-quarters of a 
length. Pintor Lea finished 1 3-4 lengths 
behind Count Chic and half a length 
before Golf Ace. 

The race was worth $95,200 to Messrs. 
Jackson Dudley and Bonnie Heath. Be- 
fore the Florida Derby, Needles took the 
Flamingo and was second in an allow- 
ance race, so he has a money total of 
$208,800 for 1956 and nine more months 
to go. 

Last year he won 6 races and was sec- 
ond twice in 10 starts. He earned $129,- 
805. 

Hugh Fontaine trains him. 

W. E. Leach bred the son of Ponder— 
Noodle Soup, by Jack High. 

The Florida Derby was run on March 
24.

Stoneybrook Hunt Race Meeting 





Dancing Beacon Takes Sandhills Cup—New Midwest 
Event Goes to Newcomer to Midwest Circuit

The luck of the Lrish dealt kindly with 
the Stoneybrook meeting, at least as far 
as weather is concerned. This, the open- 
ing meeting of the hunt race meet and 
steeplechase season, is held, one remem- 
bers, on the estancia of Michael Gerard 
Walsh, near Southern Pines. 

It rained furiously all week until late 
Friday afternon. Then came St. Patrick’s 
Day and a bright sun, with winds brisk 
enough to dry out the porous Carolina 
soil to ideal racing condition. The next 
day, incidentally, Southern Pines got 
more rain, but by that time the festi- 
vities were over. 

But the luck of the Irish was not too 
much with Mickey Walsh,-at least, not 
as much as in former years. For this 
year, *Erin’s Cottage, last year’s winner 
and with a string of recent other vic- 
tories to her credit under rider Carlyle 
Cameron, came in third behind Mrs. 
George P. Greenhalgh, Jr.’s, Dancing 
Beacon, which had Mel Ferral to guide 
him, and “Burley” Cocks to train him. 
Between them was her erst-while 
stablemate, Repose, now running under 
the colors of Mrs. Russell M. Arundel. 

However, as far as the spectators were 
concerned, *Erin’s Cottage made most 
of the race. Breaking alertly, she took a 
lead which was at times as much as five 
lengths, and held it for nine of the 
twelve jumps and almost two of the 2 1-4 
miles in the course. Hereabouts, she 
commenced running out of gas, and Re- 
pose took over for a single jump, then 
relinquished it to the eventual winner. 

Aside from a single bad jump by Re- 
pose, the race was without event. Danc- 
ing Beacon was held off the pace until 
the proper time for his effort, then Fer- 
ral pulled the trigger, and that was 
that. The time, better than last year’s, 
was still not as good as that by Miss 
Eleanora Sears’ Golden Loch in 1954. 


In other races on the card the win- 
ning trainer in three was Mickey Walsh; 
in the fourth, the winning trainer was 
Dennis Murphy, so it was not such a 
bad day for the Irish after all. Not only 
that, but another Walsh got into the act. 
This was Thomas Walsh who rode three 
winners in this meeting, his first. 

Opening event in the eight-race card 
was the Pink Coat Race, for male mem- 
bers of the Moore County Hounds, rid- 
ing horses which have never raced in 
sanctioned races. Three _ contestants 
went to the post. Winner was one Mani- 
field, ridden by Mr. William Tate. W. 
O. Moss, MFH of the Moore County, 
came in second with Irish Holiday, while 
Charles W. Stitzer, Jr., came in third 
with his Double Reno. There was com- 
ment that this was entirely as should be, 
since Mr. Stitzer was secretary, there- 
fore mop-up man, of this meeting. 

The second race, also unsanctioned, 
was the Two-Year-Old Trial. It turned 
out to be exclusively for horses in 
training in the Walsh menage, mostly 
ridden by people named Walsh. The 
three Walsh _ sisters, Misses Maureen, 
Joan and Audrey, and Tommy, made up 
two thirds of the jockey component. 
Winner, with Mrs. Georgiana Renick’s 
Bluer, was Tommy Walsh; he set a pat- 
tern for the day which extended into the 
later sanctioned races, and thus set him- 
self in a fair way to lose at least one 
bug before getting off his own course. 

First of the sanctioned races on the 
card was the Stoneybrook Open Hurdles, 
with four entries: Winner here was Amy 
Robsart, the bay mare belonging to W. 
H. Frantz, which had been in the brides- 
maid class for her last 16 starts. She 
was capably handled by the owner’s son, 
who took her to the front early and kept 
her there except for a brief interval in 
favor of L. R. Troiano’s Curly Joe, which 
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thereafter flattened to come fourth. Mrs. 
Walsh’s Seregal and *Sebastian 2nd, 
after seesawing back and forth, finally 
came in in that order. 

Following came the last unsanctioned 
race of the day, The Pines, at about six 
furlongs on the flat for lady riders. 
Here, the three Misses Walsh made up 
75% of the riding strength, with Maure- 
en Walsh winning with Murmurs Knot, 
followed by Joan on Charles W. Stitzer’s 
Phoebe Girl, while third place went to 
Audrey with L. R. Troiano’s King Soma- 
lie. Mrs. C. C. Jelke, with her Elemental, 
made up the remainder of the field, and 
all the also-ran department. 


Following the running of the Sandhills 
Cup came the Silver Run, at about six 
furlongs over turf, for three-year-olds 
and upward, Here, Tommy Walsh scored 
his second win of the day, with Virtuous. 
The horse was hustled to the front early 
and kept running, to draw away from 
T. W. Durant’s Evian by a length at the 
wire. Third was Mrs. Walsh’s Tippy Do, 
which started poorly, but got into second 
place at the top of the stretch, only to 
be displaced a short distance from the 
wire. Of the other four starters, D. R. 
Williams’ The Ditch broke on top, but 
was unable to withstand the pace of the 
eventual leaders. The others showed 
little. 

In the Yadkin, at about 1 1-2 miles 
over hurdles, for maidens three years 
old and up, Tommy Walsh showed the 
way practically all the way with Prince 
Charming (the name is abbreviated in 
the record, since it adds up to 15 letters 
and spaces), and finished with a good 
seven-length lead. Behind him in order 
were Mrs, Patterson’s Downpatrick and 
Mrs. Walsh’s Resist. 

In this race occured the only spill of 
the day. Mrs. Walsh’s Big Profit put in 
a sour one over the sixth fence, dumping 
Billy Frantz so unobtrusively that most 
of the customers missed the spectacle. 

Final event of the day was a new addi- 
tion to the Stoneybrook card. Named the 
Appalachian, it was for horses which had 
competed over the Midwest Circuit dur- 
ing the past two years, or for horses 
whose owners had had horses so doing. 
petition, having gotten himself eligible

Bowl!—*Fast Wins Piedmont Plate 


A chilling March wind didn’t dampen 
the enthusiasm for the annual Piedmont 
Point-to-Point races held at Paul Mellon’s 
Rokeby Farm on Saturday. A crowd of 
ver 3000 turned out to see the 3 race 
card. As long as interest like this pre 
vails certainly point-to-point racing has 
a long future. 

Unfortunately only three horses turn 
ed out for the ladies race this year, the 
opening event on the program, but they 
made a very fast and exciting race run 
ning very close for the 3 miles and 21 
fences. Mrs. Leon T. Greenaway’s Red 
mond, ridden by Jennifer Skelton took 
the early lead closely followed by Mrs. 
Paul Fout on Curist and Bunny Porter 
on Mrs. Robert Winmill’s Wisdom. All 
three horses jumped brilliantly and after 
the 8th fence Curist took command with 
Redmond and Wisdom close behind until 
the 19th when Curist dropped behind 
after bowing a tendon. Over the last 
fence it was Redmond in front and the 
winner, beating off Curist’s strong bid 
in the stretch despite the fact he was 
on 3 legs by a length with Wisdom third 

The Piedmont Plate, a new race on the 
annual program, open to horses who 
have won at a recognized hunt meet 
ing drew three starters with *Fast, own- 
ed by George Ohrstrom, Jr., and ridden 
by Grover Stephens winning by a dozen 
lengths. *Fast made most of the running 
until the final turn for home when Mike 
Smithwick on Mrs. Marshall Exnicios’ 
Your Play snatched the lead, then fell 
over the last stone wall. *Fast, a French 
import of the late George Ohrstrom’s, 
went on to win with Donald Patterson’s 
Tamer ridden by Wiliam Cunningham 
second 

Two late scratches reduced the field 
in the feature Rokeby Challenge Bowl to 
five. William Rochester, Jr. of Warrenton 
on his Junior Chief set the early pace 
and was 20 lengths on top at the 6th 
fence where he refused and was passed 
by John Bosley, Jr. on Dr. Joseph Rogers 
River Bed. Junior Chief was brought 
back into the running but two fences 
later he refused and threw his rider 
and River Bed bore out and was pulled 
up. This left James McCormick’s Norsud 
with Laddie Murray up and Thomas Tay- 
lor’s Hand Money, ridden by Chuck Dart 
in close contention with Mike Smithwick 
on Mrs. A. C. Randolph’s Enon, some 15 
lengths back. Past the crowd at the 17th 
Norsud held a slight lead over Hand 
Money with Econ, jumping erratically, 
dropping back. In the final loop to the 
finish Hand Money drew ahead of Nor- 
sud and Enon began making up many 
lengths. Hand Money hit the last fence 
hard and Norsud drew away under a 
strong ride by Laddie Murray as they 
swept past the finish to win by 3 lengths 
Enon made a strong bid in the stretch 
but hung at the end to finish a close 
third. Norsud, a flashy son of *Nordlicht, 
is the second winner of the Rokeby bowl 
for owner-trainer Jamie McCormick

Mike Ansell

Another six-day International Show has 
ended at White City ... a glittering pa- 
geant of the finest horses and riders 
from Great Britain, Europe, America 
and Australia. The Queen was there... 
to present the handsome King George V 
Cup. In the ring were England’s No. 1 
horse-woman, Pat Smythe, with Prince 
Hal and Tosca; from France, crack rider 
over fences, Mlle. J. Bonnaud and from 
Italy one of the finest jumping teams 
seen in the International arena for many 
a year. 

Behind the scenes, cool, efficient, un- 
hurried, worked Col. “Mike” Ansell, C. B. 

. D. S. O., secretary of the British 
Show Jumping Association — the man 
who makes the wheels go round. Ansell 
— “Colonel Mike” to those who know 
him well — is 6 ft. 2 ins., lean, tough, 
brisk, looks younger than his 50 years. 

But he’s also blind. The top horse 
show in the world is run by a man who 
lost the last of his sight in 1947. 

Turn back the years .. . to the 1930s 
Handsome, happy-go-lucky Ansell was 
one of Britain’s crack show jumpers. His 
trim, guardsman-like figure was familiar 
to horsemen everywhere. He hunted, 
steeplechased and jumped with British 
teams in America and over most of Eu- 
rope. As an officer in the 5th Royal In- 
niskilling Dragoon Guards he taught the 
regiment its famous Trick Ride. And he 
was versatile. There was the day in 1935 
when he played polo for England against 
U. S. A. at Roehampton — then hopped 
into a car and drove to White City where 
he rode a faultless King’s Cup round on 
Leopold III — the horse that was brought 
into the Army off the tail of a tinker’s 
cart. 

The outbreak of war found Mike Ansell 
— now a Lt. Colonel commanding the 
Lothian and Gordon Horse the regi- 
ment he led in the famous rearguard ac- 
tion of the Highland Division before 
Dunkirk. It was here, desperately wound- 
ed, that Mike Ansell was taken prisoner. 
Splinters from a German mortar bomb 
had almost destroyed the sight of one 
eye. All the fingers of his left hand had 
been blown off by a burst of machine- 
gun fire. The other hand was almost 
completely shattered. For “efficient 
handling of his regiment, coolness and 


complete disregard of personal danger” 
Ansell was later awarded the D. S. O 
Ansell’s imprisonment lasted 412 years 
and in German prison-camps and hospi- 
tals he prepared himself for total blind- 
ness. German surgeons fought unsuccess- 
fully to save the sight of his injured eye, 
and the other, infected by his wound, 
was dimming fast (though he retained a 
glimmer of sight until 1947.) Meanwhile, 


patient months of knitting were restoring 
movement and feeling to the paralyzed 
remnants of his hands. Home again after 
the war, Ansell set about rebuilding his 
life with soldierly independence. He 
learned all over again to cast for salmon 
from the banks of the Torridge in his 
native Devon. In his garden he learned 
to work by touch and scent — and raised 
blooms that won him prizes in the world- 
famous Chelsea Flower Show. 

But it seemed that the world he loved 
best — the world of horses — was no 
longer for him. British show jumping 
was dying on its feet. The public was un-

interested. The well-to-do families who 
supported it were dying out. Then back 
to White City came Col. “Mike” Ansell. 
No one can remember who first thought 
of asking him to take on the job of di- 
rector of the British Horse Society - 

and reorganize the two largest shows of 
the year, the International and Horse of 
the Year Show, on a popular (and profit- 
able) basis. 

When the invitation came Ansell hesi- 
tated. It seemed an impossible task for 
a blind man. Yet in nine years he has 
never put a foot wrong. His success can 
be measured by the tens of thousands 
who now flock to visit his shows, by the 
international fame of jumpers like Pat 
Smythe and Col. Harry Llewellyn, and 
by the renewed interest in riding as a 
spectacle among the public. 


Colonel Mike’s days are a ceaseless 
round of activity. Every week he travels 
from his prosperous market garden in 
Devon to his London office. Letters are 
read aloud to him by his secretary, punc- 
tually, meticulously, Ansell dictates the 
answers. Perfectly scaled metal models 
of show arenas surround him, and with 
magnetised steel jumps he plans the 
courses of the future. 


As show dates draw near questions 
pour in — questions to which Colonel 
Mike MUST find the answers. Where will 
we find enough stabling? How much 
fodder will the horses need? Have all 
the foreign teams been provided with

interpreters? What tunes will be played 
for the parade of champions? Where can 
the bandsmen eat? Do the score-board 
men know their job? Have the television 
men sufficient room for their cameras 
and equipment. 

But it’s on the opening day that Col- 
onel Mike really shows his mastery of 
the situation. He knows where everyone 
is and what everyone is doing. In his 
pocket his fingers close from time to 
time on a Braille watch that tells seconds 
as well as hours and minutes. Should an 
event be even a few minutes late Colonel 
Mike knows at once and he has his own 
quiet but effective method of accelerat- 
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ing progress! For punctuality is one of 
the habits that Mike Ansell, secretary- 
market gardener, inherited from Lt. 
Colonel M. P. Ansell, D. S. O., C. B. E., 
professional soldier.
